Tho action of 
tho drug is purely temporary, and in order 
to perpetuate its effects must be taken con- 
tinuously. 
Disuse is, moreover, attended 


by a species of reaction, under tho influ- 
ence of which tlie s'.cin loses all its artificial 
delicacy and becomes coarse in appearance, 
opaque in hue and rough to the touch. 
A few weeks suffice to transform ,a beauti- 
ful f.iirylikc creature, who seems too deli- 
cate and ethereal for earth, into a fright 
who looks as if sho had exhausted her 
youth in riotous living before entering on 
au unlovely old age. 
Ono glimpse of her 


face in tiie glass, after a short period of 
earnest wurfuro with the pernicious hftbit, 
is usually enough to break tho resolution 
of tho most repentant arsenic cater and 
send her back to tho stimulant which 
alone can make her attractive again. 


The proverb which connects suffering ; 


and beauty was uever moro strongly illus- 
trated, however, than by the case of the 
confirmed arsenic eater. In thc first place, 
this particular poison, unlike opium and 
others which are also used to minister to 
thc excess o* overclvilization, does not 
operate pleasantly during the process of 
absorption. It does not soothe tho nerves, 
or stimulate the sense of pleasure, or in- 
ducodelicious vislocs of mirnp/oliko happi- 
ness. 
On the contrary, it is nasty to thc 


taste, and it has a tendency to produce in- 
ternal pains and cramps, which increase 
na years roll on until the advent of the 
dose of tho inevitable drug is regarded 
with precisely tho eamo feelings that ac- 
company a visit to tho dentist. Like Hans 
Andersen's mermaid when sho had gained 
thc human feet sho longed for, the unhap- 
py victims of their own "^nity pass through 
life in n state of intermittent torturo un- 
til at last thc enervated constitution is un- 
ablo to resisc any longer tho attacks of thc 
terrible cramp which results from the use 
of tho drug, and they die—self poisoned j

Biinid and Scalds of Children. 


Should The clothing catch fire, immedi- 


ately lay tho child llat on tho floor and roll 
tho hearth rug, a shawl or somo woolen 
garment round it to smother the flames. 
If a doctor can be obtained, leave tho child 
cxiiet, only keeping it warm, and if faint 
giving hot milk as a drink. 
If the doctor 


cannot bo got at once, very carefully re- 
move tho clothing, cutting any part which 
tends to stick to the skin and leaving It 
where it sticks. Do not break nny blisters, 
but cover tho wholo surfaco with strips of 
linen soaked in oil, or, whore oil cannot 
be obtained, dredge flour thlddy over and 
then cover with cotton wool.

CHINA PAINTING. 


Plain Directions For tho Important Work 


of Tinting Grounds. 


A very important part of china paint- 


ing is that Known as tinting grounds. 
Tinting is easily accomplished when onco 
tho student knows how, bat caro ajxl nice- 
ty are necessary if perfect work Is to bo 
tho result. Tho tint Is mado by rubbing 
together some color and lavender oil. Tho 
amount of oil required varies with tho 
depth of tho tint dusired and with the con- 
dition of tho atmosphere. 
Cormino and 


blue require a good deal of oil and aro 
dillicult colors to lay in tints. To begin 
with, tiy ''mixing yellow" or grass green. 


Enough of tho tint should bo miied at 


once to cover tho surfaco it is desired to 
tint, as it must be all blended together to 
get a good effect. 
Mako the color thin 


enough to flow rccly from tho brush. 


Thoro is no danger of tho ground blis- 


tering in tho firing if tho tint is laid thin- 
ly enough, 
Use u brond flat brush and 


chnrgo it full of thc color, which should 
havo been well mixed with thc horn pal- 
etto knife. Pass tho brush rapidly and 
skillfully over tho surfaco to bo tinted, 
having tto strokes placed evenly, leaving 
no uncovered streaks of china, If you aro 
tinting tho border of n plate, make tho 
strokes across tlio flat border in a direc- 
tion from the center to tho circumference. 
If you are tinting the surfaco of a vaso, 
begin at tho top going around with short 
overlapping strokes. When tho entire stir 
face to bo tinted has been gone over, let it 
rest until the tint feels slightly sticky. 
Then, with your blending brush held per- 
pendicular to tho surfaco and just touch- 
ing it, gooveritnll. Do cotdrag tho brush 
over it, nor press it too hard, nor let it rest 
in ono place, nor tovich the samo place 
twice, but lightly and swiftly blend the 
color all over once. Then let it rest for a 
fow moments ojid blend in the samo man- 
ner again, and so on until the tint eccms 
perfect or until it is too dry to blend any 
f urther. If tho work seems faulty, clean 
it all off with a bit of rag wet with tur- 
pentine, and after it is perfectly dry try 
again, advises The Housekeeper in. giving 
these practical instructions.

GALE ON THE BALTIC 


Caused Severe Suffering and Death Among 


Unfortunate Fishermen. 


HsLSiyGFons, Finland, Sept. 8.—Dread- 


ful sufferings were experienced a fow days i 
ago by men employed in tho Baltic fish- 
eries. The fishing fleet wcro all at sea, 
when a tcrrifio gale sprung up, forcing the I 
boats to run 1'or shelter. Somo of them ' 
reached harbors ot refuge- and there rode j 
out the storm. Eight of them, however, I 
lost their bearings and ran on tho Noerpes 
islands, where the tremendous seas soon 
pounded them to pieces, 


The islands are principally desolate 


rocks, whoso frowning, jagged fronts 
mcnti£o tho destruction of anything that 
is cost ashore upon them. As tho sea* 
swept over tho wrecked fishing boats, be- 
fore the latter broke up, they carried away 
15 fishermen, whoso bodies, concealed by 
tho raging waters and the spume of the 
sea, wero nevor afterwords seen. 


Those lefc on the boats knew that their 


vessels were doomed and made what fow 
preparations wore possible to get nshare. 
There seemed to be only ono chance in a 
hundred of their reaching a place of 
safety, but this chance they took and 
landed on one of the isles, almost com- 
pletely exhausted, whero fpr three days, 
exposed to the storm, which raped with 
unnbtitcd fury, they were without food. 


At the end of tlireo days a passing vessel 


took them off. 
Two of tho fishermen had 


succumbed to their terrible experiences, 
and tho rescued -were in pitiable condi- 
tions. It is feared thaL somo of them will 
dio.

To maintain them in 
constant service would involve great ex 
peuse, but the advantage of being able to 
employ them in cases of emergency makes 
them worthy of interest nnd consideration. 
For instance, 1:0 ono would think of heat- 
ing fiatirons, curling irons, chafing dishes 
or teapots by the electric current every day 
in the year, 
I3nt occasions often arise 


when it v.'ould be very convenient to be 
able to heat them without building a coal 
lire. 


Nervous people are frequently more 


alarmed than is justifiable at the possibility 
—not probability—of lightning discharge;- 
entering their residences through the path 
afforded 
by their electric light wires.

I lightning arrester itself should be an in- 
strument devoid of fuses, be capable of rup- 
turing instantly the arc formed and slill 
remain set for a second discharge; should 
be free from ;u! moving parts, not absorb 
energy and should be no i-eliable and sub- 
stantial that it could beset up anywhere 
and forgotten and still perform its duty. 
Xo matter how perfect the arrester is, it is 
valueless unless it has n. good ground con- 
nection and a straight copper wire without 
beuds or turns connecting tho two. 


"A good way to make a reliable earth 


connection is to drive a 12-foot iron pipe 
into the earth, to which is soldered a No. 
li wive. The pipa should bo driven under 
tho ground imd covered with cake. 


' 'Another desirable feature is to have a 


proper switch within, and at tho point 
where tho wires enter tho building, for 
which service preference should be given to 
what are kuovvn as knife blade switches. 
All fuses, irrespective of their capacity, 
should be supplied with, terminals of a 
harder metal, say copper, which will the 
better tend to preserve the continuity of the 
service."—J. G. Boyd in St. Louis PostJDis- 
patch.

CHINA PAINTING. 


Plain JDirectioDs For the Important Work 


of Tinting; Grounds. 


A very important part of china paint- 


ing is that known ns tinting grounds. 
Tintinp is cosily accomplished when once 
the student knows how, but care and nice- 
ty aro nccosi-iTy if perfect work is to bo 
thc result. 
Tho tint Is mado by rubbing 


together somo color and lavender oil. Tho 
aruountJof oil required varies with tho 
depth of tha tint desired and with tho con- 
dition of the atmosphere. 
Carmine and 


blue require a good deal of oil and aro 
difficult colcu-s to lav in tints.

most insuperable obstacles to any effort to 
dispense with it afterward. Thc action of 
tho drug is purely temporary, and in order 
to perpetuate its effects must be tnkcc con- 
tinuously. Disuse is, moreover, attended 
by a species of reaction, under tho influ- 
ence of which tho skin loses all its artificial 
delicacy nnd becomes coarso in appearance, 
opaque in hue and rough to the touch.

charge it full of tho color, which should 
hava bcc.n well mizcd with thc horn pal- 
ette knife. Pass tho brush rapidl}- and 
skillfully over tho surface to bo tinted, 
having tho btrokcs placed evenly, leaving 
no uncovered streaks of china. If you aro 
tinting thc border of a plate, make the 
strokes across tho flat border in a direc- 
tion from tho center to tho circumference, 
If you aro tinting the surface of a vase, 
begin at tho top going around with short 
overlapping strokes. When the cntiro sur 
faco to bo tinted has been gono over, let it 
rest until tho tint feels slightly sticky. 
Then, witli your blending brush held per- 
pendicular to tho surface and just touch- 
ing it, go over it all, Do not drag tlio brush 
over it, nor press it too hard, nor let it rost 
in ouo place, ncr touch tho samo place 
twice, but lightly and swiftly blond tho 
color all over onco, 
Then let it res; for a 


few moments and blond in tho samo man- 
ner ayalu, and so on until tho tint seems 
perfect or until it is too dry to blend any 
further. 
If the wort seems faulty, clean 


it all off with a bit of rag: wet with tur- 
pentine, and after it is perfectly dry try 
again, advises Tho Housekeeper in giving 
thcso practical Instructions.

GALE ON THE BALTIC 


Caused Suvero SulTcrinc aji^ Death Among 


Unfortunate Fishermen. 


HELSISGFOHS, Finland, Sept. 8.—Droad- 


ful sufferings wore experienced a fow days 
ago by men employed in tho Baltic fish- 
eries. The fishing fleet wero all at sea 
when a terrific iralo sprang up, forcing the 
boats to run for shelter. Some of them 
reached harbors o[ refuge ami there rode 
out tho storm. Eight .of them, however, 
lost their bearings and ran on tho Xoerpcs 
islands, where the tremendous seas soon 
pounded them to pieces. 


Tho islands are principally desolate 


rocks, whoso frowning, jagged fronts 
menace- the destruction of anything that 
is cast ashore upon. them. As the seas 
swept over the wrecked fishing boats, be 
fore the latter broko up, they carried away 
15 Sshermen, v,-hose bodies, concealed by 
tho raging waters and the spume of the 
sea, were never afterwards seen. 


Those left on tho boats knew that their 


vessels wore doomed and rnada what fow 
preparations wore possible to get ashore. 
Thcro seemed to bo only ono chance in a 
hundred of their reaching a placo of 
safety, but this chauce they took and 
lauded oil one of tho islee, almost com- 
pletely exhausted, Tvhero for tlirea days, 
exposed to tha storm, which raged with 
unabated fury, they wcro without food. 


At the end o" three days a passing vessel 


took thorn off. Two ol the fishermen had 
succumbed to their tcrriblo experiences, 
and the rescued were in pitiable condi- 
tions. I: is feared that aomo ol them will 
die.

03 somo few details of construction of the 
lamps are improved upon arc lamps of 
small candle power arc, for economic rea- 
sons, likeiy to be cruitopencrally employed. 
At the national electric light convention 
held in this city perfect gems of arc lamps 
wero displayed. They wero all, however, 
designed to bum on the direct current sys- 
tem, while the alternating current is the 
system employed exclusively in St, Louis. | 
The chandelier out lets should always be con- 
trolled by a switch and the lights in the re- 
ception lull!, at least, so wired up that they 
can be controlled from two or more points. 


When lights arc placed in tho cellar, it is 


desirable to have one or more of them con 
trolled by a switch placed at tho head of 
tho cellar st.'iirs and a like arrangement for 
the attic lights, tho switch to be located at 
the most convenient point. 


In the rear hall, bathroom, cellar and 


like apartments lamps of 10-candle power 
will afford amplo illumination and result 
in quite a marked saving. 


In the east more than in the west, dec- 


orative effects in small candle power lamps 
aro growing in favor, and when the lamps 
are arranged artistically, ivith picturesque 
effects, the result is pleasing in the ex- 
treme. 


A growing feature in the employment of 


the electric current for household purposes 
is the introduction of culinary devices and 
household utensils which can be heated by 
the electric current,. To maintain them in 
constant service would involve great ex 
peuse, but the advantage of being ablo to 
employ them in cases of emergency makes 
them worthy of interest and consideration. 
For instance, no ono would thick ol heat- 
ing flatirocs, curling irons, chafing dishes 
or teapots by the electric current every day 
in tho year, 
But occasions often arise 


when it would be very convenient to be 
able to heat them without building a coal 
lire. 


Nervous people are frequently more 


alarmed than is justifiable at the possibility 
—not probability—of lighiaing discharges- 
entering their residences through, the path 
afforded by their electric light wires. 
When arresters arc insisted upon, one 
should be provided for each leg of tho cir- 
cuit, and preferably they should be located 
on exterior walls, A speaker at the con- 
vention discussed this phase of house il- 
lumination very intelligently. He said: 


"The main vvire should lead to a good 


ground in as straight a path and with as 
few crooks and turns as possible, as every 
bend offers n source of. self induction detri- 
mental to the flow of lightning discharge. 
The source of ground cannot be too perfect. 
Have several of them radiating ofl to dif- 
ferent points, to a mass of metal Li a well 
or soldered to a water main, so should one 
[ail the other may be relied upon. The 
lightning arrester itself should be an in- 
strument devoid of fuses, be callable of rup- 
turing instantly tho arc formed and still 
remain set for a second discharge; should 
be free from all moving parts, not absorb 
energy and should be so reliable and sub- 
stantial that it could beset up anywhere 
and forgotten and still perform its duty. 
No matter how perfect the arrester is, it is 
valueless unless it has a good ground con- 
nection and a straight copper wire without 
bends or turns connecting the two. 


"A good way to make a reliable earth 


connection is to drive a 12-foot iron pipe 
in to tho earth, to which is soldered a No. 
ii wire. The pipe should be driven under 
tho ground and covered with cake. 


"Another desirahlo feature is to have a 


proper switch within, and at tho point 
H'hcra the wires enter the building, for 
which service preference should bo given to 
what aro known as knife blade switches. 
All fuses, irrespective o£ their capacity, 
chould be supplied with terminals of a 
harder inci.nl, say copper, which will the 
better tend to preserve the continuity of the 
r.ervice."—J, G. Boyd in St. Louis Post-Dis-

Tho New York Sun replies to 
the question: As a matter of fact, thero is 
no marble dust, or, to use the technical 
term, carbonate of llano, in soda water. 
The part played by marble dust in the 
process of mnnufacLtiring soda water is 
simply to supply tho carbonic acid gas 
with which tlie water is charged. Tha 
same gas generated in a different manner 
gives Troth to beer, lightens bread and 
makes the bubbles in buckwheat cakes. 
This gas can bo obtained from carbonate 
of soda, carbonate of magnesia, earbonata 
of lime or from any other carbonate by 
treating It with on acid. Sulphuric acid 
is generally used. Tho powdered carbon- 
ate of lime, or marble dust, as it is popu- 
larly culled, was until quite recently used 
almost exclusively for this purpose be- 
cause It is very cheap.

York substituted carbonate of magnesia.
